The couple were married-March 


14, 1880, and have eight children, 
ranging in age.s from 2 to 16 years. 
The wife under the charge of gross 
neglect, recites she has been forced 
to live for 25 years in a story and a 
half log cabin, 'fifteen feet square, 
located one-halt"1' mile from 
Kemp, 


along the Chicago & Erie tracks. 
This cabin is so situated that it has 
no communication with a road lead- 
ing to the oiiter world. The descrip- 
tion of the caliin recites a tale of 
cruelty in that -iiven- this crude home 
was not kept iesrepairs, the heavens 
.being --as. plainly 
seen 
through 


holes in the roof, as though one were 
gazing from an ' observatory; while 
through the huge cracks occasioned 
by the loosening and dropping away 
of the mud morter used in its build- 
ing, a half-century ago, the wintry 
blasts of winter dash through causing 
exposures 
indescribable, 
while in 


the summer the^blazing sun piercing 
through, these apertures causes the 
cabin to be a fit place for 
natural 


cookery. 


In addition to the provisions of 


such a hut for a place of residence 
for his family, the man is charged 
with gross neglect in that he has in 
recent years failed to provide the 
common necessaries of life for na- 
ture's sustenance, but spends what 
money he earns in dissipation. More 


j than this the wife and mother claims 


her unnatural husband has forced 
his children as rapidly as they gained 
the age of twelve years, to leave the 
home and go" intp serfdom wherever 
they could be placed. 


The plaintiff further alleges cruelty 


in the recital of her husband's greed 
for drink, and of his coming home 
weekly in a beastly state, and severe- 
ly abusing her bodily and with lash 
Stf a drunken tongue. 


The 
ostracized 
woman 
owns 


through the death of her mothers a 
ten acre farm in Shawnee township, 
and she prays the court that her hus- 
band's right in this be barred; that 
an injunction be allowed and that she 
be granted a divorce and custody of 
her children.
